having at one time had almost exactly the strategic advantage 
in the handling of its gas that Edmonton now enjoys, Sur- 
rendered that advantage for the purpose of making a deal with 
a private corporation to deliver gas at a price (15c and 30 
cents respectively for industrial and domestic gas) which it 
is now found holds no great advantage, so far as economy IS 
concerned, over coal, the effect being to rob Calgary of the 
advantage which should have accrued to that city by virtue of 
its proximity te one of the greatest gas fields in the world. 

That Edmonton came very close to sacrificing the whole 

advatnage which it is now in a position to enjoy will be well- 
remembered by all who have followed the gas business through 
the last year or two of municipal history. It will be remem- 
vered by all that there was before the city a project to have 
the city tie up with a certain local company for a supply of gas, 
to be delivered to a city distribution system at the city limits at 
a price of 15 cents per thousand feet, for 10 million feet a day. 
This price, after distribution costs had been added, we now 
know through Calgary’s experience, would have been so high 
as to have made gas a comparative luxury, for the enjoyment 
of only a few of the more well-to-do and certainly not a com- 
modity to have placed Edmonton in a position of predomin- 
ance in industrial inducements, 

Just a glance at that particular deal shows what the city 
escaped. Upon the terms of the deal exploration might, and 
no doubt would, have been undertaken by the company just 
as it has subsequently been undertaken by the Industrial 
association. To seewhat the position of the company would 
have been we have but to imagine the present find in the hands 
of a company possessed of the agreement to sell to the city 
{0 million feet at 15 cents, Multiplying the $1500 a day which 
would have thusa ccrued to the company in 35 days, a matter 
ot $547,500. To deduct from this there would be $60,000 a 
year interest on the pipe line and depreciation, drilling and 
general expenses which: by no calculation could have been

“No more damnable Insult to our cid- 
zenship has even been made than to 
say that the sustaining of the revenue 
justifies the continued existence of the 
Nquor traffic.” 

Such were the words of Rey. G. D. 
Armstrong, of Wesley Methodist 
church, In speaking upon the temper- 
ance question Sunday night. Rey. 
Armstrong spoke along the lines” of 
temperance at both Sunday services 
and criticized the members of both 
sides of the government for not taking 
a stand at the recent session of the 


legislature. Ie accused the members 


of the house of keeping their ears to!

He sald he would 
rather be the matt who would come 
out and openly express his views 
against prohibition as some men in the 
Dominion had done, than be classed 
With the men who had no opinions of 
their own to express. Mr, Armstrong 
dealt with many arguments that were 
continually belig put before the public 
on behalf of the liquor men and in each 
case forwarded sound arguments tn 
defence of prohibition, 

Rev. Thos. Powell, of Grace Metho- 
dist church, addressed a large audience 
Sunday night on the subject “What 
Prohibitlon will mean for Alberta.”
